A number of inquiries were made relative to Oswald’s possible 
involvement in the attempt on Walker’s life. 

furnished to the Warren Commission which concluded Oswald did 
fire at Walker. No comment Is being made concerning Curry s 
book as it was thoroughly reviewed by our Dallas Office. It was 
found to contain numerous errors and Inaccuracies and it appears 
Curry’s purpose in writing it is to make money. 

Since the Senator asked for a copy of our letter in duplicate, 
it can be assumed one copy will bo furnished to Walker and we m 
not want to give Walker any additional ammunition to carry on his 
continuing feud with the Dallas Police Department. 
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
